_ “Lest that by any means, when I have preached to others, 
I myself should be a castaway.’’—I Cor. 9:27. 


Paul was too eager and too practical a man to dally with 
a bogy dread. Since then he intimates that it was his daily 
fear lest, after having preached to others, he might himself 
be a castaway, I suppose that there were but few hours in his 
life when this dread did not haunt him, After he had founded 
so many churches, written so many epistles, and exercised so 
wide-spread an influence, in his quiet moments he was per- 
petually face to face with this awful nightmare, that the day 
might come when he would be a castaway; and the thought 
drove him almost to madness. When he was traveling over 
the blue A°gean, when he was sitting making his tents, when 
he was engaged in dictating his epistles, the thought would 
come back and back upon his heart: “I may yet be a ecasta- 
way.” 


Have you ever feared this? I'| 
am not sure that a man ever 
reaches his highest development 
without something of the element 
of fear, and I ask you now if in 
your life you know something of 
this haunting dread? May I con- 
fess to you that it has become a 
great dread of my own? and if 
many days pass, and no one writes 
to tell me of help derived from 
my ministry, and no one comes to 
join our church, and no one seems 
to be influenced by my life or 
word, I sit myself down and say: 


“Good God, has the time come 
at last to me when for some rea- 
son I, too, am to be a castaway?” 

And _ reverently, humbly, but 
most searchingly, I ask you, my 
hearer, whether it may not be 
possible that this very moment 
you are already a castaway. 


F. B. Meyer of Christ Church, 
London, was one of God's great 
gifts to the Christian Church. He 
was one of the pulpit masters of 
his day and of all time. As a 
writer of devotional and exposi- 
tory material, he remains unsur- 
passed, 

Although, for the most part. his 
pastorates were in England, Dr. 
‘Meyer was a frequent visitor to 
the United States and Canada. 
At the age of eighty, he conduct- 
ed his twelith American preach- 
ing. campaign, travelling more 
than 15,000 miles. During his long 
and fruitful life, he preached more 
than 16,000 sermons. Dr. Meyer 
was the author of many books, 
including his well-known eleven 
Old Testament volumes and six 
New Testament volumes of Bibli- 
cal exposition.

If you have faith as a grain 
of mustard seed, if it is directed 
toward Christ, a union has been 
formed between Him and you 
which neither Heaven nor earth 
nor Hell nor time nor eternity 
can ever break.

Tennessee Temple Schools Opening 

Yesterday I returned from a 
night with the great Highland 
Park Baptist Church, Chattanooga, 
Dr. Lee Roberson pastor, and with 
the Tennessee Temple Schools; 
Bible school, college and seminary. 
The occasion Monday night, Sep- 
tember 10, was the beginning of 
Evening School. Despite the rain 
a large crowd comfortably filled 
the big auditorium. I suppose there 
were fifteen to seventeen hundred 
people present. It was expected 
that eight hundred people would 
enroll for some of the twenty- 
nine evening classes per week. 
Governor Browning of Tennessee 
was to follow me the next night. 

Already close to six hundred 
were enrolled in the day schools 
in the new semester. There should 
be an increase in the day schools 
of at least one hundred, Already 
dormitories for girls were filled 
and the school was seeking rooms 
in homes. The new Christian gram- 
mar school just opened was full. 
The church also promotes Zion 
Bible College for colored people 
and a city rescue mission. This 
great church baptized last year 
some 1168 new converts. I count it 
a joy to have my membership 
there. I will return, God willing, 
next April for their annual Bible 
conference. Dr. Roberson will be 
with us at the Sword conference 
at Lake Louise, Toccoa, Georgia, 
and at Siloam Springs, Arkansas, 
next summer. I had dinner with 
the Roberson family with very 
sweet fellowship and appreciate 
the opportunity of having some 
part in the opening of the great 
schools.

All. during the mes- 
sage two high school fellows, 
(seniors in high school), were pok- 
ing one another, whispering and 
talking and doing everything in 
their power to break up the meet- 
ing. When I came to the invita- 
tion and asked everyone to bow his 
head while I invited people to give 
their hearts to Jesus Christ, these 
two fellows acted up. more than 
ever, and they ,were sure making 
a success of disturbing the meet- 
ing. One of the personal workers 
walked around the back of them, 
put his arms around these two 
fellows and said, “It is high time 
you fellows quit playing around 
with eternal realities; it is high 
time you fellows got right with

There is no story in all litera- 


ture more human than the story of the prodigal son. He was 
restless. He chafed under the restraint. He wanted his own 
way. He wanted what was coming to him. He longed to travel. 
He spent money gratifying his appetite and passion. He made 
a mess of his life. He found himself at the end of his road. 


He was a “down-and-outer.” 


Multiplied millions of us human 
beings have gone the way he went 
and made the sort of mess of life 
he made. The redeeming thing 
about the prodigal son was that 
he was able to see himself. Sit- 
ting at the root of a tree or on 
the rocks of a hillside, he _ set 
himself out in front of himself and 
looked ‘himself in the face. Men are 
naturally far-sighted. People were 
studying ‘astronomy and measur- 
ing the distance between the plan- 
ets before they understood the 
circulation of the blood. There is 
no hope for a sinner as long as 
he justifies his sinning. The world 
is filled with “buck passers.” “I 
have bad blood in me.” “My en- 
vironment hasn’t been right.” “I 
was weak.” “I am as good as the 
church people.” “I am no worse 
than other folks.” How many 
times I have heard these state- 
ments! Not one word like this fell 
from the lips of the prodigal son. 
He blamed nobody but himself. 
There is no hope for a sinner un- 
til he reaches the point reached by 
the prodigal son, when he saw 
himself as he 
nobody but himself for his de- 
gradation and shame. 

“I will arise and go to my 
father and will say unto him, 
Father, I have sinned against 
heaven, and before thee, and am 
no more worthy to be called thy 
son, make me as one of thy hired 
servants.” I do not know whether 
the prodigal son wept or whether 
he made that resolution with dry 
eyes. Christianity is not a matter 
of tears. It is possible to wet the 
road to hell with tears of human 
emotion. What ‘a glorious moment 
it was when a poor, wrecked, rag-

ged, hungry wretch, who had 
wasted a fortune on riotous living, 
pulled his dissipated manhood to- 
gether and said, “I will go back 
to my father. I will. not ask to be 
a son. I don’t deserve to be a son, 
I will ask to ‘be a hired servant. 
When I left him I ‘asked for my 
rights. Now, I will ask for mercy. 
I will ask him for any kind of 
place he can give me.” The old 
father, no doubt, was praying for 
the boy that very moment. Par- 
ental love is in many ways the 
strongest love the ‘human heart 
ever knew. “I love my baby who 
died sixty years ago as well as I 
did the last time it nestled its cur- 
ly head in my bosom,” a grey- 
headed grandmother said one day. 
But stronger than the love of 
mother or father for a wandering 
child is the love of God for lost 
Sinners. When we were sinners, 
Christ died for us. The father did 
not force the son to come ‘home. 
God does not force sinners to come 
to Him. No man can fellowship 
with God and walk the streets 
of gold under a cloudless sky in 
eternity until he lays down his 
arms of rebellion against God 
and God’s plan of redemption. 
God wants to save all men. He 
does not will the death of any 
man, but would rather all would 
come to Him and live. But God 
wants saved men in heaven and 
not unsaved men. There was war 
in heaven at one time and God 


-does not propose to have rebellion 


there again. We say God invites 
all men to come. In a sense that 
is true. In another sense, it is not 
true. He really invites those who 
will to come. “Whosoever will, let 
him come.” That is what God said.

of Ezekiel). 


| Christians with belief in that 
kind of a defeated God can have 
no great revivals. Rather, they 
are like the remnant of the British 
army at Dunkirk, surrounded and 
hounded and being cut to pieces by 
the German blitzkrieg, and waiting 
only to be taken from the beaches 
by British boats, to escape an- 
nihilation! So many Christians 
look for the rapture as a last re- 
sort of a God who cannot cope 
with the present world, in a 
Christianity which is more or less 
out-of-date, very nice for a few 
who have it but inadequate to 
reach muititudes, to shake and 
change cities and nations and save 
millions! 


Can you see the wickedness, the 
near-blasphemy of that kind of an 
attitude toward God and the gos- 
pel? How God must be grieved by 
our defeated unbelief about re- 
vivals! 


I thank God that I look for the 
Saviour’s coming. But I look for 
His coming because He said for 
me to look for Him, not because 
I read about the hydrogen bombs 
in the newspapers! I look for the 
dear Saviour’s coming and my 
heart will leap with unmeasured 
joy to see His face; but I know 
what will rejoice His. heart and I 
am trying to do that. He wants 
Sinhers saved and left me to do 
this task while I await His com-

The God whom some people worship is old and tired. The 
present-day civilization is entirely too much for Him! Maybe 
He could one time give great revivals, but He cannot any 
more. Mankind has simply gotten to be worse than that old- 
fashioned God can handle—the God of some people’s faith. 
The only thing that God and the people of little faith and little 
passion who serve Him can do is to retreat from the world. 
Such people on every hand can only read the newspaper re- 
ports of atomic bombs, hydrogen bombs, the spread of com- 
munism, modernism among church leaders, and say, “Jesus 
is bound to come very, very soon!” These Christians and 
their gospel are not adequate to face and meet the conditions 
in this world ; so they, in defeated despair, do not “watch” 
in the Scriptural sense, do not “occupy till I come,” as Jesus 
commanded, but rather they study technical details and 
speculate upon the Antichrist, and whether Russia is now 
forming the great northern confederacy (Gog and Magog

ing. Oh, I long to be pleasing 
Him, should He come today! And 
if He does not come for another 
thousand years, I will serve Him 
gladly till I die, winning all the 
souls I can, and then rejoice with 
Him in the blessed revivals that 
will continue in this age until the 
Saviour does come. 


Dr. Hyman Appelman, Jewish 
evangelist, tells how in San 
Angelo, Texas, in a hotel room he, 
as a State evangelist under the em- 
ploy of the Baptist State Conven- 
tion, discussed revivals with his 
superior. That godly man tried to 
comfort Dr. Appelman, saying that 
he must not expect such great re- 
vivals as had occurred in other 
ages since now people were dis- 
tracted by radio, by automobiles 
and other luxuries, by a pleasure- 
madness, by leisure time and by 
widespread wickedness. Dr. Appel- 
man should go on and do the best 
he could but not hope for a re- 
turn of the revivals of D. L. 
Moody, said the good man. 


Dr. Appelman tells how he bow- 
ed his head upon the bed and 
wept uncontrollably. Then he told 
his distressed superior that if the 
Lord Jesus Christ and His gospel 
and the power of the Holy Spirit 
were not adequate for this wicked 
age as well as all other ages then 
the gospel was truly out-of-date 
and Christ was not all He had 
claimed to be. Dr. Appelman was 
not willing to make that conces- 
sion; nor am I. 


The simple truth is that man- 
kind is insatiably wicked, but no 
more wicked than he has been 
since the fall. The truth is that 
there is everywhere a great tend- 
ency toward spiritual decline and 


_unbelief, but this is not essentially 


different from what it has always 


_been. In Bible times it was so. 


It was so in all the ages of great 
revival. The wickedness, apostasy 
and all the distractions in all ages 
have never been enough to prevent 
great revivals when God’s people 
paid God’s price; and they cannot 
prevent revival now. If I seem bold 
in this matter, then let me thank 
God that I have such a Saviour, 
such a gospel, such divine resour- 
ces available for revival, that I 
know we have the answer to’ the 
world’s need. This world has not 
gotten beyond God’s power. The 
atomic bomb, the hydrogen bomb 
have not fazed God. The present 
civilization is not more complex 
than the Lord anticipated; and 
man’s wickedness and_ unbeliet 
have not surprised Him, nor reach- 
ed a stage for which He made no 
provision.

in modern times. The Christ, the 
gospel, the Holy Spirit, the prom- 
ises, which were adequate in other 
days are adequate now. All of mod- 
ern wickedness, apostasy and dis- 


traction cannot prevent revival. 


I. Mankind’s Spiritual Conditions 

and Apostasy Are Not Worse Than 

in Bible Times when God Gave 
Great Revivals 

Those who believe that men are 
more wicked and the days are 
more desperate now than in New 
Testament times have simply fail- 
ed to see the picture clearly given 
in the New Testament of human 
wickedness and failure, and have 
under-estimated the power of the 
New Testament gospel and Spirit- 
filled New Testament Christians. 

First, consider that man was 
then the unregenerated, depraved 
sinner—as alien from God then as 
now. To a leading Pharisee it was 
that Jesus insisted, “Ye must be 
born again.’ He taught Nicodemus 
that which is born of the flesh is 
only flesh, and cannot see the 
kingdom of God; that the new 
birth was the only chance to avoid 
Hell. He told the nicest church 
people of their time—tithers, pray- 
ing, law-abiding, religious people 
— ‘Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye 
will do” (John 8:44). To them He 
said, “Ye serpents, ye generation 
of vipers, how ean ye escape the 
damnation of hell?” (Matt. 23:33). 
He said that all the civilization, all 
the religious forms and ceremonies 
they observed were only the white- 
wash on sepulchres filled with 
dead men’s bones and all unclean- 
ness. He likened the hearts of 
these outwardly righteous Phari- 
sees to decaying, stinking bodies. 
The hearts of men in Bible times 
were no better than the hearts 
of men today. 

Paul wrote to the converts at 
Ephesus, “And you hath he quick- 
ened, who were dead in trespasses 
and sins.” Lost sinners then were 
not only wicked, they were spirit- 
ually dead. They had in them no 
power to be good or to do good, 
though they might put on the out- 
ward appearance of goodness. It 
is hard to see how a race that is 
totally bad can get any worse, or 
how a man who is dead can get 
any deader. The Bible clearly 
pictures that men by nature in 
Bible times the same as now— 
are utterly incapable of saving 
themselves or of doing good. It 
would take a miracle of God's 
grace, the new birth, to make men 
into the children of God. If you 
believe the foolish chatter of the 
Christ-rejecting modernists that 
all men are by nature the child- 
ren of God, then you do not be- 
lieve the Bible, and your concep- 
tion is fundamentally unchristian 
and anti-Christian. Men, accord- 
ing to the Bible, are a fallen race, 
alien from God and enemies of 
God by nature.. But they were so 
in Bible times the same as now. 


Don’t you see that if the gospel 
could reach and save such men in 
Bible times, it can reach them 
now? There is nothing in the nature 
of wicked men that can prevent 
great revivals. The gospel of Jesus 
Christ is enough for the hardest 
<irmers now as it was when some 
of those ‘hd #zucified Jesus Christ 
were converted and when Paul the 
persecutor found Christ on the 
road to Damascus. The gospel that 
could save Mary Magdalene, poss- 
essed of seven devils, sand chief 
priests who mocked Jesus while He 
died, is today the gospel which 
can reach the hardest human 
heart, if it be preached in” the 
power of the Holy Spirit by men 
who will pay God’s price for re- 
vival. 

And _ consider, please, how in 
New Testament times flood tides 
of persecution rose everywhere 
that the gospel was preached in 
power. If you think that opposi- 
tion to the gospel is stronger now 
than in Bible times, you have very 
carelessly read your New Testa- 
ment. The inhabitants of Christ’s 
own home village in Galilee knew 
and honored Jesus for years, un- 


til He was filled with the Spirit 
and began His public ministry. 
Then the first day He spoke in the 
power of God in their synagogue 
they “rose up, and thrust him out 
of the city, and led him unto the 
brow of the hill whereon their city 
was built, that they might cast hins 
down headlong” (Luke 4:29). Joha 
the Baptist had his head cut oif. 
The Lord Jesus Himself was cruci- 
fied. Stephen, one of the first seven 
deacons, was martyred for the 
faith. Right in the midst of the 
blessed revival which began at 
Pentecost was much persecution, 
and Peter and John were arreste? 
and thrown in jail. Early chuica 
traditions say that every one cf 
the twelve apostles save John the 
beloved died a martyr’s death. We 
know that Paul barely escapea 
from Damascus with his life, that 
he was stoned at Lystra and leit 
for dead, that he spent some years 
in jail and finally was taken im 
chains to Rome. After years as a 
prisoner, Paul seems to have becn 
released for a little while, thea 


-arrested again and finally was hbe- 


headed under Nero. 

Do you think there is opposition 
today to the gospel? Why, it wes 
a customary thing for Paul an@ 
his companions to be run out of 
town! In Acts 13:50 we are toi, 
“But the Jews stirred up the de- 
vout and honorable women, and 
the chief men of the city, and rais- 
ed persecution against Paul and@ 
Barnabas, and expelled them out 
of their coasts.” That was after 
the Jews were filled with envy an@ 
there was much contradiction an@ 


blaspheming, and Paul had said 
we turn to the

Philippi, Paul and Silas had their ' 
clothes torn off, were beaten an@:

to prayer, God shook the jail, 
doors opened and the jailer was 


wonderfully saved. But the officers , 


and people “besought them, . and 
brought them out, 


(Acts 16:39). Paul and Silas had to 
slip out of Thessalonica by night 
to save their skins; then when the 
tumult reached Berea, Paul had to 
slip away, pretending to go to the 
sea. At cultured Athens they 
mocked Paul. In the synagogue at 
Corinth they opposed and blas- 


phemed, and Paul said, “From 
henceforth I will go unto the 
Gentiles” (Acts 18:6). Paul was 


seized by a mob in a riot, an@ 
another riot filled Ephesus with 


confusion when Paul went there! . 


The simple truth is that we caa 
have revival today if we are will- 
ing to preach the gospel as they 
did and suffer persecution as they 
did. If there were a few people 
willing to be martyrs for Christ, 
then the blood of the martyrs 
would be the seed of the church 
now, as it has always been. 

We hear on every hand foolish 
statements lixe, “The foreign mis- 
sion fields are closing.” What co 
men mean by such statements? 
They simply mean that there are 
some nations in the world where 
the government will not protect 
a missionary, and someone may hit 
him in the head with a stone. 
There are some nations in which 
soul winners may be persecuted. 
Well,” ‘in that sense, then, the 
whole world was a closed mission 
field when Paul began his mission- 
ary journeys. If men will not ke 
missionaries unless they can have 
their whole family with them, have 
every comfort of life, have regular 
support of a certain amount of 
money, and have a guarantee that 
no one will ever stone them or 
burn down their house, then. of 
course there will be some places 
where men cannot preach the gos- 
pel with such ease and protection. 


But in Bible times men expecter® 


to suffer for Christ when they 
went out to have a revival. We 
should expect the same kind of 
opposition now. "3 
Actually the opposition in Bible 
times did not stop revivals. Neith- 
er does the opposition today stop 


‘revivals. What hinders revival is

that God’s people are not willing 


| to pay God’s price to win souls. 


We have the same Great Comrmis- 
sion. We meet the same kind of 
sinners.. We would have the same 
kind of opposition if we pressed 
the battle to the gates for the 
Lord as they did. But we could 
have the same kind of results. 
Consider thirdly, that the tend- 
ency of backsliding and spiritual 
decline in Bible times did not pre- 
vent revival then and cannot pre- 
vent revival now. 

There is one sad fact that all of 
us must recognize when we con- 
sider this matter of revivals, that 
is, that even- born-again people 
have still the old nature, and have 
a tendency to wander, to grow 
spiritually cold, to lose soul-winn- 
ing power and Christian joy. This 
tendency to backsliding and to 
spiritual decline was exactly the 
same in Bible times as it is now. 
Those who are Christians have a 
tendency to grow less spiritual. All 
parents bring children into the 
world who are unsaved, and even 
Ohristian parents have a tendency 
to let them grow up unconverted. 
The tendency in churches every- 
where is to grow more formal 
and less spiritual. The preaching 
tends to degenerate from clear, 
plain reproof of sin and a demand 
for repentance, to comforting mess- 
ages to the saved, and moral 
essays. 

The first chapter of Romans 
tells us how a race of men who 
once knew God, a race descended 
from Noah and his sons, spared 
from the flood in the ark, became 
heathen and idolatrous. That chap- 
ter tells us how the ancestors of 
heathen people, “when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were thankful: but be- 
came vain in their imaginations, 
and their foolish heart was dark- 
ened” (Rom. 1:21). When they 
began to make images in wor- 
ship, “wherefore God also gave 
them up to uncleanness” (vs. 24), 
and “. . . God gave them up unto 
vile affections” (vs. 26). Then 
“even as they did not like to re- 
tain God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprobate 
mind...” (vs. 28). 

The foolish idea that man de- 
scended from brute ancestry and 
that man has climbed up from an 
animal-like state through savag- 
ery, barbarism, and civilization to 
enlightenment is a theory made 
in the imagination of men. It is 
not taught in the Bible, and it is 
not verified by history.

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One of the most dangerous wolves that ever sauntered 
forth in sheep’s clothing is none other than Seventh-Day 
Adventism. Whenever a Mormon, a Theosophist, a Christian 
Scientist, a Russellite, or a Modernist barks, anyone really 


acquainted with the Word of 


God should know almost im- 


mediately from the sound that it is the voice of a wolf. But 
the voice of a Seventh-Day Adventist is not so easily dis- 
cerned, The disciples of Mrs. Ellen G. White are masters in 
the art of deception. D. M. Canright, once a foremost disciple 
of Mrs. White, who saw his error and repudiated the whole 
system, declared: “There is a streak of deception in the whole 
work of Seventh-Day Adventists from the first to the last,”

One of the three largest relig- 
ious broadcasts in all the world is 
“The Voice of Prophecy.” Its an- 
nual budget is reliably estimated 
at more than a million dollars. 
But this broadcast conceals from 
the public the fact that it is spon- 
sored by Seventh-Day Adventists. 
Thousands upon thousands of true 
Christians regularly listen to this 
broadcast, and are deceived there- 
by. Often referring to it, they pro- 
nounce it ‘‘Wonderful.” The broad- 
cast seems so true, so fundamen- 
tal, that real saints are led to re- 
quest, then read the literature of- 
fered on this broadcast. It sponsors 
a “Free Bible Course,” and the 
first few lessons of the course 
cleverly obscure all that is erron- 
eous in the system. No distinctive 
Adventist teachings are revealed. 
All seems thoroughly | %iblical. 
Gradually, with cunning subtlety, 
the student is led to the less ob- 
jectionable of these distinctive doc- 
trines—then gradually on and on 
—until completely ensnared. This 
is the method. 


Why doesn’t the “Voice Of 
Prophecy” be honest with the peo- 
ple? Why doesn’t it come right 
out in the beginning and candidly 
admit it is a Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventist broadcast, and is sponsored 
by Seventh-Day Adventists? Why 
hide that fact? ‘The Lutheran 
Hour” is one of the most success- 
ful broadcasts and does not at- 
tempt to hide its origin. Why don’t 
the Seventh-Day Adventists, 
whether they come to you as iIn- 
dividuals or by way of broadcasts, 
disclose at once what they believe, 
and explain why they believe it? 
That would be their inalienable 
right in this free land of ours. 
Why do they withhold so long 
the fact that they believe that 
they are the children of Israel, 
and that they appropriate to them- 
selves all the blessings temporal 
and eternal, that God made to His 
earthly people? Why don’t they 
inform you immediately that they 
regard a woman, Mrs. Ellen G. 
White, as a prophetess, as fully, 
inerrantly, inspired of God as was 
Moses, Isaiah, Peter, John, Paul, 
or any other of the great prophets 
of the Bible. How do they explain 
that Mrs. White made a number 
of prophecies, e.g., that the Unit- 
ed States would be divided per- 
manently into two nations as a 
result of the Civil War? They 
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never came to pass? (Deut. 18:20- 
22.) Why do they not tell you 
that Mrs. White, 
declared of her own writings: “It 
is God, and not an erring mortal, 
that has spoken’? (Testimonies 
v.3, Page 257). 

Again: “God was speaking 
through clay...In these letters 
which I write, in the testimonies 
which I bear, I am presenting to 
you that which the Lord has pre- 
sented to me. I do not write one 
article in the paper expressing 
merely my own ideas. They are 
what God has opened before me 
mi a vision—the precious rays of 
light shining from the throne.” 
(Testimony, No. 31, Page 63). A- 
gain, “God has sent me as a re- 
prover of the people...It is not 
the instrument that you slight and 
insult, but God that has spoken 
to you these warnings and re- 
proofs.” 


Above all, why don’t the Sev- 
enth-Day Adventists tell us im- 
mediately that Mrs. White taught 
and they believe that the keeping 
of Saturday as “the Holy Sabbath 
is, and will be, the separating 
wall between the true Israel of 
God and unbelievers” (E. & V., 26- 
27)? And again, “Sunday-keeping 
is an institution of the first beast, 
and all who submit to obey this 
institution emphatically worship 
the first beast, and receive his 
mark, the mark of the beast” 
(Advent Review Extra, Page 10 
and 11, Aug. 1850). 


All of which means that all 
Christians who keep Sunday in- 
stead of Saturday as a day of 
rest are destined to an awful doom, 
even as it is written. “If any man 
worship the beast and his image, 
and receives his mark in his fore- 
head, or in‘his hand, the same shall 
drink of the wine of the wrath 
of God, which is poured out with- 
out mixture into the cup of his 
indignation; and he shal] be tor- 
mented with fire and brimstone 
in the presence of the Holy angels, 
and in the presence of the Lamb: 
and the smoke of: their torment 
ascendeth up forever and ever: 
and they have no rest day or 
night, who worship the beast and 
his image, and whosoever receiv- 
eth the mark of his name” (Rev. 
14:9-11). And why do Seventh- 
Dayists insist that our salvation 
depends not on the grace of God, 
but on the keeping of the Ten 
Commandments—especially the 
Fourth?

love that causes mother to go 
down into the very valley of the 
shadow of death and bathe her 
feet in the icy stream to give 
life to her child. It requires an 
even greater love for a mother to 
deny herself and bury her life in 
sacrifice that she might rear her 
children. But no mother’s love ever 
equalled the mighty love God has 
for every unworthy sinner. 


This is true for many reasons, 
only a few of which we can men- 
tion now. First, God’s love is 
the greatest because the objects 
of His love are His greatest en- 
emies. It is not hard to love some- 
one who befriends you, is kind to 
you, and courts your friendship. 
But to love someone who ill-treats 
you, tries to ruin you, and over- 
throw you—that is a_ different 
story. The Bible declares that 
every sinner is an enemy to God. 
We have broken His holy com- 
mandments. We have lined up on 
the side of His arch enemy, Satan. 
We are fifth columnists against 
God. And yet in spite of all we 
have done against Him, He loved 
us enough to send His only Son 


that continueth not in all things 
which are written in the book of 
the law to do them: But that no 
man is justified by. the law in the 
sight of God, it is evident: for, 
The just shall live by faith, and 
the law is not of faith: but, The 
man that doeth them: shall live 
in them.” (Gal. 3:10-12). “Christ is 
become of no effect unto you, 
whosoever of you are justified by 
the law; ye are fallen from grace” 
(Gal. 5:4). 


“Stand fast therefore in the 
liberty wherewith Christ. hath 
made us free, ‘and be not entan- 
gled again with the yoke of bon- 
dage’”’ (Gal. 5:1). 


Seventh-Day Adventists teach 
that by being faithful in their 
“Health Reform” doctrine (which 
condemns the eating of both clean 
and unclean meats) man may be 
fitted for immortality. See Test- 
imonies for the church.

43). The New Testament teaches 
neither vegetarianism nor food 
fadism (So called ‘health reform”’) 
in any of their salvation-by-works 
aspects. But it does teach tem- 
perance, moderation, and self con- 
trol in all matters. pertaining to 
the care of the body, ‘“‘the temple 
of the Holy Ghost” (I Cor. 10: 
23-31).

Sinners Not Lovely 


Then again, God’s love is great 
because those of us who are loved 
by Him are anything but lovely. 
It isn’t hard to love some people; 
they are naturally lovely. They 
have lovely ways, dispositions, 
personalities. But there are others 
of us who are unattractive, vile, 
repulsive, unlovely. All sinners are 
in the latter class in God’s sight. 
He looked down from heaven once 
to see if there were any that 
doeth good, and declared, ‘“There 
is none righteous. No not. one..... 
That all of man’s righteousness 
is as filthy rags.’’ Yet in spite of 
our meanness, our sinfulness, our 
spiritual unattractiveness, God 
loves us more than any of us 
will ever know this side of heav- 
en. I tell you it takes a marvelous 
love for God to love such sinners 
as all of us prove ourselves to be. 


An Illustration 


Let me illustrate: Suppose my 
wife and I decide to adopt a child, 
and go to the orphange to select 
one. As we enter the campus sur- 
rounding the orphan home, a love- 
ly little girl” with golden curls 
meets us, and smiles at us. She 
takes hold of our hands and says, 
“I want you to be my mother 
and father.’ It would not be hard 
to love and adopt that child. But 
Suppose that as soon as we had 
parked our car, a little red-head- 
ed, freckled-faced, dirty, ragged 
boy came out to meet us. He is 
chewing tobacco, and spits on us. 
Then he reaches down’ and throws 
sand in our faces. Then just for 
good measure he kicks us and 
curses us. Can you suppose our 
going into the office of that or- 
phanage and telling the super- 
intendent that we had fallen in 
love with that little rascal and 
wanted to adopt him? And yet, 
my friend, that is exactly what 
God has done for every one of 
us. For all of us were tobacco- 
chewing, spitting, sand-throwing, 
cursing sinners’ in the sight of 
God. When I think of how God 
loves us in spite of such sinful- 
ness and unloveliness on our part, 
I am made to say with the hymn 
writer: 

“T stand amazed in the presence of 

Jesus the Nazarene, 

And wonder how He could love me, 

A sinner, condemned, unclean.”

Beloved, you can go to the Bible to learn many 
interesting things which you might think were not there. If 
the living Lord takes the trouble, and the time, and the space 
to record such little insignificant things, we may also be sure 
that there are some profitable lessons in these accounts for 


our hearts. 


In Deut. 3:11 we find the short | 


obituary of a great king. Most of 
the record as described in the 
verse is not concerning the king 
at all, but is a description of the 
bedstead on which he slept. How 
would you like to have placed 
on your tombstone a description of 
your bedstead with very little 
about yourself? Did the Lord make 
an error when He wrote this bio- 
graphy? Did Moses write the 
wrong thing when he wrote about 
the bedstead instead of about the 
mighty giant who slept on it? No, 
there are no mistakes in the Bible. 
This bedstead represented the 
character of Og, the king. Og was 
a giant. He needed a large bed. 
Og was heavy. He needed a strong 
bed. Og was restless. He needed 
a wide bed. Og was self-center- 
ed, he provided a bed for his own 
personal use. Such are the lessons 
we may learn from this short 
story. The bedstead was made of 
iron to make Og secure and safe 
from damage. He looked after his 
own personal security and welfare. 
He saw to it that no hurt would 
come to himself. 


This bedstead was about four- 
teen feet long and about six feet 
wide. He was looking out for his 
comfort. He could stretch with- 
out bumping his head or jamming 
his toes. He could roll over with- 
out fear of falling out. He provid- 
ed well for his own comfort, joy 
and happiness. He cared nothing 
for God. He persecuted God’s peo- 


tians are supposed to be neat and 
clean as well as orderly. Do you 
make your bed, or leave it for 
the weary, worn mother to make 
after you have left the house? 


Absalom had a haircut. The 
Scripture tells us about it. The 
record of this haircut has been 
preserved through the centuries. 
This was not an ordinary haircut. 
It was the haircut of a beautiful 
man. Absalom was tHe son of 
David, the king. His obituary is 
found in II Samuel 14:25 and 26. 
His beauty is recorded, for in 
all Israel there was none quite 
so handsome as he. Once a year 
he had his hair cut because it 
was thick and long and needed 
trimming. The weight of the hair 
that was cut off was six and a 
half pounds. The Lord has even 
taken the trouble of recording the 
weight of the hair that was tak- 
en off with the shears. You never 
weighed your hair, did you? Did 
anybody ever interview you about 
your haircut so it could be put 
in the libraries of the world? Why 
should God want the story of his 
haircut to be known by all peo- 
ple everywhere? It was because 
this short story contains such im- 
portant lessons for us. Absalom 
lived for the beauty of his body 
and the glory of his person. He 
had a beautiful body, the Scrip- 
ture says so. He did not have a 
wen or a wart, a bunion, or a 
pimple on his entire body. His

Therefore, the Holy Spirit, through | 
Moses, has selected the bedstead | 


as the subject of a sermon on 
the life of Og who shut out God. 


In Isaiah 28:20, we read cf a 
bed that is too short for a man, 
and covers that are too narrow 
to wrap him sufficiently. In this 
Scripture the bed is used to show 
how utterly insufficient are all 
human expedients to satisfy hu- 
man desires. The God who made 
the heart is the only One who can 
satisfy the heart. You may make 
a bed of ease for yourself, but 
thorns will be found in it event- 
ually and tears will drench it be- 
fore you are finished with it. 

The care that the Lord shows 
toward those who love the poor 
is illustrated by these words in 
Psalm 41:3, “Thou wilt make all 
his bed in his sickness.” A bet- 
ter translation would be, ‘Thou 
wilt smooth out all the wrinkles 
in his bed when he is sick.” Does 
God notice wrinkles in beds and 
the discomfort which this little 
thing may cause? Yes, your lov- 
ing Lord is interested in every- 
thing whether little or big when 
it concerns the peace, the comfort, 
and the happiness of His child. 


It is quite evident that Peter 
had been raised well either by his 
mother or by his wife. In Acts 
9:34 Peter spoke to Aeneas and 
said, “Arise, and make thy bed.” 
This man had been in bed eight 
years. It would be no easy matter 
to make such a bed, but one of 
the signs that the man was really 
healed would be that after rising 
from that bed of sickness, he 
would smooth out the covers, tuck 
in the corners and make up the 


his features. No doubt he spent 
many hours before the mirror and 
in bathhouses and with the mani- 
cure, keeping himself in beauti- 
ful, fit condition. God gives him 
credit for all of this. God always 
gives credit for anything that He 
can. 

Absalom could grow lots of hair 
but he could not develop any grace 
in his heart. Absalom cared for 
the beauty of his body but neg- 
lected the development of his soul. 
Absalom was careful to protect 
his body from any harm but neg- 
lected to preserve his soul from 
sin.- He lived a wicked life and 
he died a wretched death. He left 
all his beauty in the grave. What 
a warning tg the rest of us. 


Another haircut is described in 
Judges 16:19. Samson was a man 
of God. He was a Nazarite and 
under the laws of God was not 
permitted to cut his hair. The 
long hair on his head was a pub- 
lic indication that he had accept- 
ed the vows of the Nazarite and 
had given his life over to God 
for holy uses. The Holy Spirit 
had filled Samson with unusual 
strength. He had done mighty 
deeds. He had slain many men. 
He had carried off the gates of 
the city. While he walked with 
God he accomplished God’s pur- 
pose. 

One day in an unguarded hour 
Samson fell in love with Delilah, 
a Philistine maiden. She won his 
confidence and turned his heart 
from God. Worldly sweethearts 
always do. The best of the Devil’s 
children make the worst enemies 
of God. Samson confided to this 
stranger the secret of his strength.

saved. Well, it means more than 
we can tell you today. But among 
other things it certainly means that 
those who are saved WILL NOT 
PERISH BUT HAVE EVER- 
LASTING LIFE. 


What Does He Mean? 

Now, just what does Jesus mean 
by promising that those who be- 
lieve “will not perish’? Certainly 
He means that they will never he 
lost, never go to hell, never cease 
to be saved. How can the words 
“should not perish” mean anything 
else? How can a person believe 
that one can be saved today and 
lost tomorrow in the face of this 
passage? If one who believes in 
Jesus ever goes to hell then the 
very promise of Christ would fail. 
- This will never happen, IT CAN- 
NOT HAPPEN. For one to go to 
hell would certainly perish, and 
John 3:16 would become a lie. 

Many of you listening to me 
may be afraid to be saved, afraid 
to trust Christ for fear you can- 
not “hold out” to the end. You are 
afraid you will stumble and fall 
and perish by the wayside. I know 
how to sympathize with you for I 
felt this way before I started 
studying the Bible. After I search- 
ed the Scriptures I found several 
clear truths about this matter. 


Cannot Hold Out 

First, I found out that I could 
‘not hold out to the end. For I read 
of a devil who is more powerful 
than any man. But thank God, I 
. also learned that I do not have to 
hold: out, for the LORD JESUS 
HAS PROMISED TO HOLD MY 
HAND AND KEEP ME FROM 
FALLING, For example I found 
» over here in Psalm 37:23,24 that 
God says, “The steps of a good 
man are ordered by the LORD: 
and he delighteth in his way. 
. Though he fall, he shall not be ut- 
terly cast down: for the LORD 
. upholdeth him with his hand.” 
. This tells us very plainly that 
God’s children, the saved, will 
stumble and fall; they will not al- 


ways be perfect, but when they 
do fall they will not utterly fall— 
that “ts, be completely lost, “FOR 
THE LORD UPHOLDETH 
THEM WITH HIS HAND.” oe 


Then I found in the 24th verse 
of the book of Jude this blessed 
promise, “Now unto him that is 
able to keep you from falling, and 
to present you faultless before the 
presence of His glory with exceed- 
ing joy.” 

Then again I found over in I 
Peter 1:5 that Christians 
“kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation ready to be 
revealed in the last time.” 

Can’t you see, friend, that all of 
these passages say exactly what 
Jesus says in John 3:16, and mean 
what He meant in saying that 
whosoever believeth in Him “should 
not perish”? Can’t you see that it 
is foolish for you to worry about 
losing your salvation, or not being 
able to hold out to the end, when 
Jesus here ‘specifically promises 
that if you will trust Him you 
will not perish? To think you can 
be lost, or worry about being kept 
saved is to distrust Jesus, and dis- 
believe the Bible. 


‘Saved For Six Months” 

There are a lot of theories of 
men that make Jesus a falsifier in 
this promise. I remember an ex- 
perience I had some years ago 
that illustrates what I mean. I was 
in a tent revival in my home town 
in North Florida. While doing per- 
sonal work one afternoon I visited 
a man who received me rather in- 
differently. I said, ‘Friend, I came 
around to talk with you about 
your eternal welfare. I don’t mean 
to intrude, but would you tell me 
if you are a Christian?” His short 
reply was, “I used to be.” Then 
I asked, “How long were you a 
Christian?” He answered, ‘Oh, 
about six months, and then I lost 
ay 

I said, “Would you mind me 
reading a passage from the Bible 
to you?” He said, “No, that is all 
right. Go ahead.” I turned to John

But we must begin at the bottom;

of captivity there was a general 


decay of piety,-as appears by the 


story of Ezra and Nehemiah; and 
therefore it was no strange thing 
that after the planting of Chris- 
tianity there should come a falling 
away.” 

What became of all the converts 
of John the Baptist? We remem- 
ber that when John was preach- 
ing by Jordan, “Then went out to 
him Jerusalem, and all Judaea, 
and all the region round about 
Jordan, And were baptized of him 
in Jordan, confessing their sins” 
(Matt. 3:5,6). Some would lightly 
smile at John the Baptist’s revival, 
and scoff at his converts. But I re- 
mind you that he preached exactly 
the same gospel as Jesus did, as 
we see from John 3:36 which 
quotes his words, that Jesus Him- 
self said there was never a greater 
prophet born of woman; and that 
the impact of His ministry was so 
powerful that multitudes thought 
he was the. Messiah. Not only 
Jesus but all of the twelve apostles 
were baptized by John the Baptist, 


it is inferred. The revival under 
John the Baptist was powerful. 
John the Baptist was great in the 
sight of the Lord, was filled with 
the Holy Ghost even from his 
mother’s womb and ‘turned many 
of the children of Israel to the 
Lord their God’ as the angel plain- 
ly revealed to Zacharias before his 
birth (Luke 1:15, 16). But what 
had happened to these many con- 
verts of John the Baptist when 
Jesus was crucified some three or 
four years later? Doubtless many 
of them were truly converted 
people, but they did not have much 
faith in the resurrection of Christ; 
they did not stand by Him when 
He was arrested and crucified. The 
frailty of the best Christians in 
the world is here illustrated. Yet a 
mighty revival could be had at 
Pentecost despite their failure and 
the failure of the disciples whom 
Jesus had won Himself. 

If you think that revivals are 
not possible when Christian people 
grow cold, or fall into false 
doctrine, or bicker and divide and

Paul said: ‘“‘Lest I should be 
a castaway. Therefore, though I 
have a perfect right to go to an 
idol temple, I shall not go for 
fear other men seeing me go may 
follow me, and what might be in- 
nocent to me might be death to 
them. Lest I should ruin any man’s 
soul by going, I will abstain. I 
have a perfect right, if I choose, 
to take a wife; but I shall not do 
it. I will live a bachelor life, and 
toil with my hands, because by 
being lonesome myself I may touch 
some other man who is lonesome 
too, and by working with my own 
hands I shall stay upon the bench 
beside others who will be drawn 
to me by sympathy. There are 
many things which this body of 
mine may have in innocence, but 
I shall not take them because I 


<« wish to keep my body under, lest 


it should master me and cause me 
to be a castaway.” 


Christ waits—the sweet, strong, 
pure Son of God—His _ heart 
yearning over men and yearning 
to nour itself through us to save 
them. But many of us have choked 
Him, resisted Him, thwarted Him. 
One feels like asking the whole 
audience to fall before Him in con- 
fession, and to ask that this holy 
day may not pass until He has 
restored us to fellowship with 
Himself.:

sin, then you should remember 
what Paul said to the elders of the 
church at Ephesus, gathered to 
meet him at Miletus: 


“Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you overseers, to feed the 
church of Ged, which he hath pur- 
chased with his own blood. For I 
know this, that after my departing 
shall grievous wolves enter - in 
among you, not sparing the flock. 
Also of your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to 
draw away disciples after them.” 
—Acts 20:28-30. 


Paul had a mighty revival among 
fickle, immature Christians, and he 
knew that after his departure 
some of these very same elders 
would arise to speak perverse 
things and draw away disciples, 
and grievous wolves would enter 
the flock. Christians then were the 
same kind of frail creatures that 
they are today. Backsliding and 
apostasy were the constant tend- 
ency. 

Paul, in deadly urgency, wrote to 
Timothy about this very thing. In 
II Timothy 4:1-5 he said: 


“I charge thee therefore before 
God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall judge the quick and the 
dead at his appearing and his 
kingdom; Preach the word; be in- 
stant in season, out of season; re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine. For 
the time will come when they will 
not endure sound doctrine; but 
after their own lusts shall they 
heap to themselves teachers, hav- 


ing itching ears; And they shall. 
turn away their ears from the’ 
truth, and shall. be turned unto 
fables. But-watch thou in all 
things, endure afflictions, do the 
work of an evangelist, make full 
proof of thy ministry.” 


Paul was ready to be offered. 
He knew that the apostasy prevail- 
ed everywhere, then as now. Yet 
Timothy was enjoined to watch, 
to endure afflictions, to do the 
work of an evangelist. Then good 
Christians might have sung that 
old hymn which says: 


“Prone to wander, Lord, I feel it, 
Prone to leave the God I love.” 

But that did not prevent revivals. 
God can have revivals with poor, 
frail, human instruments. He can 
revive His saints. He can use them 
in soul winning. The declension 
and backsliding are so natural to 
men ‘that they never surprise God, 


and we may be sure they never |. 
if aly 


make powerless His gospel, 
few Christians will pay God's 
price for the revival. 


II. Failures in New Testament 
Times Could Prevent All Great 
Revivals Since 


We had as well admit that Chris- 
'tians often failed God in New 
Testament times. Critics might 
well have said then, as they some- 
“Christianity has 
failed.” 

After Paul warned Timothy, 
“For the time will come when 
they will not endure sound doc- 
trine; but after their own lusts 
shall they heap to themselves 
teachers, having itching ears; And 
they shall turn away their ears 
from the truth, and shall be turn- 
ed unto fables,’ then Paul spoke 
to Timothy about his own strait. 
He was in jail at Rome, about to 
be executed. Rather sadly he said, 
“Do thy diligence 'to come shortly 
unto me: For Demas hath for- 
saken me, having loved this pre- 
sent world, and is departed unto 
Thessalonica; Crescens to Galatia, 
Titus unto Dalmatia. Only Luke is 
with me” (II Tim. 4:9-11). He 
said, 
did me much evil: the Lord re- 
ward him according to his works: 
Of whom be thou ware also; for 


he hath greatly withstood our 


words. At my first answer no 
man stood with me, but all men 
forsook me: I pray God that it 
may not be laid to their charge. 
Notwithstanding the Lord stood 
with me, and strengthened me; 
that by me the preaching might 
be fully known, and that all the 


delivered out of the mouth of the 
lion’”’ (II Tim. 4:14-17). 


We might suppose that Paul 


opposed him, just as people turn 
against evangelists today. When 
Paul was tried for his life and 
stood to answer for himself, there 
was not a single witness who 
would stand up for Paul! All men 
forsook him! There was not a 
Christian who would risk his life to 
stand with Paul. Alone he gave his 
testimony and was delivered tem- 
porarily. But a little later he was 
taken out to the executioner’s 
block and his head was chopped off. 


The worldliness and unspiritual 
state of Christians became so bad 
that even John the beloved disciple, 
the only apostle left alive, was not 
allowed to speak in some of the 
churches. He writes in the Third 
Epistle of John, “I wrote unto 
the church: but Diotrephes, who 
loveth to have the preeminence 
among them, receiveth us not. 
Wherefore, if I come, I will remem- 
ber his deeds which he doeth, prat- 
me against--us with malicious 
words; and not content therewith, 
neither doth he himself receive the 
brethren, ‘and forbiddeth them that 
would, and casteth them out of the 
church.” 


Does not that sound much like 
some churches and Christians to- 
day, where godly soul-winning ev- 
angelists are kept out, and where 
there are divisions and _ strife? 
Does not that remind you of 
worldly-minded church officers 
who hound the pastors in some 
churches today, and limit’ the 
power of God? The decline in 


spirituality, the increase of world- 
liness and _ selfishness among 
Christians is a normal thing that 
has happened in all the ages. 


Does someone tell me _ that 
churches are failing in these days? 
Well, then, consider that every 
single church that was known to 
New Testament times has utterly 
disappeared! Where is the church 
at Jerusalem, filled with Spirit- 
filled disciples, at the birthplace 
of Christianity? It is gone! Long 
centuries ago, longer than even 
history has any record of, that 
church disappeared. Likely it hap- 
pened in A.D. 70 when Jerusalem 
was taken by Titus and much of 
it destroyed. 

Where are the seven churches 
of Asia? Even the church of Phil- 
adelphia, so greatly commended, 
has disappeared, as well as all the 
other churches in Asia Minor. 

Where are the churches estab- 
lished in Paul’s ministry? Where 
is the mighty church of Ephesus? 
Where is the church at Corinth? 
Wheye is the Christianity which 
flamied so brightly all around the 
Mediterranean Sea, established by 
Paul’s journeys? Gone! All gone! 


Paul wrote to the Christians at 
Rome, “Your faith is spoken of 
throughout the whole world.” And 
at Rome the Christianity so greatly 
favored of God drifted more and 
more into formalism and ritualism, 
and became what is now Roman 
Catholic apostasy. Roman Catholi-

man was very unlearned, yet he 
saw the point at once. Within a 
few minutes he was rejoicing in a 
Christ who guarantees to save and 
secure. 


Everlasting Life 


The positive note in the promise 
of Christ in John 3:16 says that 
“whosoever believeth in Him will 
have everlasting life.” This means 
that he will positively go to heav- 
en—that he will live on beyond 
death—that his life will never 
cease. I doubt if any of us have 
ever fathomed the depths of the 
meaning of “everlasting life.” 


Certainly Jesus promises a life 
that the sinner has not had be- 
fore. It is God’s own life implanted 
in the heart of the believer. This 
new life comes into our hearts 
when we are born again. The Bible 
teaches that until this new birth 
takes place all sinners are dead in 
trespasses and sin (Eph. 2:1). 
Actually we don’t begin to live 
until we believe on Jesus and 
receive this new, everlasting life. 
A very popular book of recent 
years is entitled, “LIFE BE- 
GINS AT FORTY.” The author 
Seeks to prove that one really 
just enters the prime of life at 
forty years of age. There may be 
some truth in this, but according 
to the Bible lite begins not at for- 
ty, BUT AT CALVARY. Life be- 
gins when one trusts the Lord 
Jesus Christ to save Him. At that 
moment Christ’s Divine life flows 
into the heart of the sinner as he 
is born again. He then becomes a 
babe in Christ and a possessor of 
a life that shall never cease. Noth- 
ing can bring an end to everlast- 
ing life, else it would not be ever- 
lasting. 

I was born and reared in Flori- 
da, Early in life I heard the story 
of Ponce De Leon, and his search 
for the Fountain of Youth. The 
Indians had told him that there 
was a spring whose water would 
make one young again, and keep 
him always youthful. The great 
explorer was getting old and 
sought earnestly for this “Foun- 
tain of Youth.” In St, Augustine, 
Florida, the oldest city in the 
United States, is located a well re- 
puted to be the “Fountain of 
Youth.” I have had several drinks 
from this well, but feel no young- 
er. Poor Ponce De Leon is long! 
since dead. He really never found 
the “Fountain of Youth.” BUT 
PRAISE GOD I HAVE FOUND 
IT, AND AM YOUNG FOR- 
EVER. When ten millions of years 
have rolled by I will just be get- 
ting out of God’s “Cradle Roll De- 
partment.” This “Fountain of 
Youth” flows from Calvary, and 


is revealed and promised in John 
3:16, “That whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish but have 
everlasting life.” There it is! Ever- 
lasting life! What more could any- 
one want. 


Will Never Die 


If this promise of Jesus is true 
then those who trust Jesus to save 
them will never die spiritually, but 
live on beyond sin, beyond death, 
beyond the grave, throughout 
eternity, A preacher said he never 
appreciated the meaning of ever- 
lasting life until he visited a very 
aged minister who was on his dy- 
ing bed. The old fellow was deaf. 
As the Pastor came in to see him, 
the old soldier of the Cross mus- 
tered all of the strength he had, 
and lifted himself up a bit, and 
then shouted as loudly as he could: 
“I will never die. I have everlast- 
ing life.” At first the Pastor 
thought the old fellow was out of 
his head, but then it dawned on 
him what he meant. There he was 
ready to pass from his earthly ta- 
bernacle into a house not made 
with hands, and the old man had 
the assurance that he was not real- 
ly going to die, but only to change 
dwelling places for HE HAD 
EVERLASTING LIFE. And ever- 
lasting life cannot cease, even at 
death. 

When we stand beside the cas- 
ket containing the form of a loved 
one, let’s remember that Jesus 
promised “EVERLASTING LIFE” 
to all who believe in Him. If our 
loved one died in Christ, then they 
live on and on and on. 

The last truth I want you to no- 
tice in John 3:16 is that it con- 
tains:. 2%

There is much confusion about 
how a person is saved, how he re- 
ceives the benefits of Christ’s death 
for him, how he gets this everlast- 
ing life about which we have been 
talking. But there is no need for 
confusion for Jesus makes it very 
clear, He told Nicodemus. in the 
third chapter of John that the hu- 
man side of the new birth, the 
way to enter the Kingdom of God, 
to be saved, to never perish, to 
have everlasting life, is to “BE- 
.LIEVE IN HIM.” It is by simple 
faith that we are saved. Perhaps 
it would be better to say through 
faith, for it is by Jesus that we 
are saved, by faith in Christ as 
our Saviour.

If salvation 
were by our own merit, as so many 
think, then none could ever be 
saved for there are none good. “All 
have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God.” If salvation were 
in.a church then many people who 
belong to the wrong church would 
not get to heaven. Since it is by 
Grace through fe‘th, there are go- 
ing to be some saved people out of 
all churthes in heaven.

cism with the papacy, with wor- 
ship of Mary, with prayers to 
saints, with the idolatry of images, 
with purchased masses, with con- 
fession to priests instead of to God, 
offering at best a dubious pur- 
gatory instead of outright regen- 
eration, and assurance of salva- 
tion, is a constant witness to 
the frailty of human nature, the 
constant tendency to spiritual de- 
cline and false doctrine, unbelief 
and worldliness. 


Don’t you see that if cold church- 
es, formal churches, modernistic 
churches, if unbelief in. pulpit 
and pew in these modern days 
could prevent revival, they would 
have prevented all the great re- 
vivals since New Testament times! 
For in all Bible ages Christ has 
not failed, but the church has 
failed. Christianity has not failed, 
but the preachers, the Christians, 
the teachers have failed. 


Thank God that He is able to 
revive backslidden saints! Thank 
God that He is ‘able to save cold, 
formalistic unconverted church 
members! Thank God that all the 
wickedness, all the false cults, all 
the worldliness, all the sin of 
these days«cannot prevent revival 
if a few of God’s people pay God’s 
price for power and blessing! 


Ill. The Dark Ages Could Not 
Prevent the Reformation Revival 


Few people realize how black was 
the midnight of spiritual darkness, 
spiritual ignorance, in the Dark 
Ages. Never in the world was the 
“failure of Christianity’ so ob- 
vious to unbelievers as in the Dark 
Ages when Rome had stifled op- 
position, when there was a famine 
of the Word of God, when in all 
the world there were only a little 
handful of  spiritually-intelligent 
believers. Here and there, like a 
tiny candle gleaming in the dark, 
was a‘ group of “heretics” who 
still read the Scriptures copied by 
hand, who). believed in individual 
regeneration by faith in Christ and 
who could be called New Testa- 
ment Christians. 


Practically every town of ten 
twenty thousand 
people in America today has more 
gospel preaching true to the Word 
of God than a nation of millions 
had during the Dark Ages. Sun- 
day school scholars know more 
Bible usually than priests -and 
monks usually knew in those days. 
What chance was there for revival 
when indulgences to sin were open- 
ly sold; when salvation was not 
put on the basis of faith in Christ, 
but on the basis of confession to 
a Roman priest and payment for 
masses in the church? What 
chance was there for revival when 
not only kings, but often the popes 
themselves were licentious and 
immoral? 

Yet out of the welter of those 
Dark Ages God gave, in the Re- 
formation, one of the greatest re- 
vivals the world has ever seen. 
God raised up Luther, Calvin and 
others and turned literally millions 
of people to personal faith in 
Ohrist and to a knowledge of sal- 
vation by faith, in Germany, the 
Scandinavian countries, Scotland 
and England, and parts of many 
other countries. There was really 
a counter-Reformation in the Cath- 
olic church that profoundly moved 
the whole corrupt organization. 
Protestantism as we know it in 
the main, particularly with ref- 
erence to Lutheran, Reformed, 
Presbyterian and Anglican 
churches, came. out of the mighty 
revival of the Reformation. _ 

Thank God, no such spiritual 
darkness as that of the Middle 
Ages is on the world today, not 
in America, not in England, not in 
any English-speaking country! If 
world conditions, if spiritual de- 
cline, if false doctrine could not 
prevent revival in the Dark Ages, 
surely world conditions today can- 
not stop the power of God, the 
progress of the gospel and the 
salvation of multitudes of sinners, 
if some of God’s people will pay 
God’s price for soul-winning power. 


IV. Wickedness and Unbelief Could 
Not Prevent the Great Modern 
Revivals 


All through recorded history one 
truth stands out forever the same. 
God has given revivals in spite of 
man’s wickedness, in spite of man’s 


unworthiness, his unbelief and un- 
faithfulness. 


Consider England in Wesley’s 
day. In the book, This Freedom 
Whence, by John Wesley Brady; 
you would do well to read of the 
alarming state of England when 
Wesley began preaching. The com- 
plete breakdown of government 
and morals which took place in 
France and brought about the 
French Revolution bade fair to 
bring a similar convulsion in Eng- 
land. The established church, the 
Anglican church, was unutterably 
corrupt. The church was, of course, 
supported by taxation and church 
leaders appointed as something 
like political patronage by govern- 
ment leaders. Bishops had estates 
with enormous incomes, had them 
by appointment of political leaders 
and kept them by subservience to 
political ends. The clergy were 
everywhere simply political ap- 
pointees, without any reference 


to spiritual fitness, and generally 


did not even profess to be con- 
verted, born-again men. Gambling 
was everywhere prevalent among 
the clergy. Drinking, even drunk- 
enness, was very common. Most of 
the clergy were Deists. They be- 
lieved in a supreme being but did 
not believe the Bible, did not be- 
lieve in the deity of Christ, the 
new birth. The church ceremonies 
were simply a stiff form. People 
in the parish were sprinkled as 
babies, “christened,” and were 
counted members of the church. 
We have no record of ‘anybody in 
the Anglican church at the time 
doing revival preaching, preaching 
the new birth, calling sinners to 
repentance. Puritan pastors thad 
been barred from _ preaching 
in principal towns sand had 
often been fined and _ jailed, 
and worse, for simply preach- 
ing the gospel. We remember that 
John Bunyan was kept twelve 
years in Bedford jail simply to 
keep him from preaching. 
English vessels carried on the 
slave trade for most of .the world. 
Armed thugs would land in Africa, 
raid villages, murder those who 
opposed them and carry off slaves. 
With brutality, herded in pens and 
holds like animals, the slaves were 
carried to the West Indies, to the 
American colonies, to England and 
elsewhere. Many died and were 
pitched overboard en route. Smug- 
gling, gambling, thieving, licent- 
iousness were everywhere com- 
mon. The Shakespeare plays give 
an idea of how common was adul- 
tery. Thousands were jailed for 
debt. A man could be jailed or 
hanged for catching a wild rabbit 
on an earl’s estate. Little children 
slaved in mines and mills as much 
as twelve or fourteen hours a day. 


There were no Sunday schools of 
any kind, no free day schools, and 
most people could not read nor 
write. When Wesley would preach 
he was often assaulted physically 
just for preaching the gospel. Mobs 
were raised again and again 
against him and his fellow 
preachers. Occasionally a Method- 
ist meetinghouse would be utterly 
destroyed and the officers often 
favored the culprits. 


England was as unlikely a dhaed 
for a great revival as one could 
imagine. The Puritan revival shad 
been suppressed with great viol- 
ence. Independent-minded and 
Bible-believing preachers were 
everywhere abused, jailed; run out 
of the country, or their property 
confiscated. England was hardly 
civilized, utterly foreign to what 
we now know as England. Yet God 
breathed upon John and Charles 
Wesley, on Whitefield and the 
preachers whom God raised up 
with them, and a mighty revival 
transformed England. Besides 
leading to the salvation of millions 
of souls, the Wesleyan revival in- 
directly started a Sunday school 
movement, caused prison reforms, 
stopped the slave trade, caused 
immense reforms in government, 
and largely created what we know 
as traditional English character, 
justice and society. 

The unbelief, the lewdness, the 
immorality and dishonesty among 
the people and among church and 
government leaders when the 
Wesleyan revival began were far 
more discouraging than is true in

America today. In view of the

At 
one time his popularity rivaled 
that of Washington, Jefferson and 
Franklin. Leaders of thought in 
early America were also Deists, 
denying the inspiration of the 
Fiible, the deity of Christ, and the 
need for regeneration. Yet Ben- 
jamin Franklin heard Whitefield 
gyreach and was profoundly moved. 
He did not make a public profes- 
sion of faith, but Franklin’s Auto- 
biography shows that Franklin in 
his later years believed in the God 
of the Bible, that he earnestly 
urged people to pray and to read 
the Bible. George Washington him- 
self became an earnest man of 
prayer and was, we believe, a be- 
Jieving Christian. God brought a) 
revival in early America in spite 
of infidelity and flagrant wicked- 
ness. Why would the Almighty God 
te hindered by human conditions 
‘now if His people meet His re- 
quirements for revival?

| about which Jeremiah had been 
'forewarned and which the faith-

| in this land” (Jer. 32:15). In view 
of the wasting and the utter

the days of D. L. Moody. 
Ingersoll, an infidel, was at the 
height of his popularity following 
the Civil War in which he had a 
distinguished military record. He 
ame near being governor of In- 
didna, and many think he would 
have been president but for his 
position as an outspoken infidel. 
\ll over America he lectured to 
great crowds against the Bible and 
the Christian_religion. Infidel clubs 
were formed all over America. Un- 
belief has never been more ar- 
wogant, more outspoken than it 
«vas in America when D. L. Moody 
began his great ministry. 

Moody worked among soldiers 
during the Civil War. He did not 
become widely-known until after 
the war. All the aftermath of the 
war, with its hatred, its economic 
dislocation, with the oppression of 
southern states and flaming sec- 
tional hatred, did not prevent a 
revival. American frontiers were 
pushed westward with lawlessness 
and ‘bloodshed, crimes against 
Indians, and whole communities 
were often kept in terror. by 
murdering outlaws. 


When Moody went to England. 
infidels, openly scoffing at the 
Bible and God and Christ, were so 
bold that infidel clubs were more 
popular and active than lodges are 
today. In fact, Mr. Soltau, in The 
Sword Book of Treasures, pubtish- 
ed by Sword of the Lord Publish- 
ers, tells how Moody preached one 
night to five thousand infidels in 
a service advertised especially for 
them. And they came, on order of 
their infidel leader, as a joke and 
to put the evangelists, Moody and 
Sankey, to shame. They knew no 
gospel hymns. Aside from a few 
Christian workers, no one was in- 
vited but infidels. Yet God’s mighty 
power came upon them and some 
five hundred turned to the Lord, 
and the infidel clubs were broken. 

Those who imagine that revivals 
are simply the product of certain 
happy circumstances are foolish. 
They ignore the teaching of the 
Word of God and ignore the facts 
back of all great revivals. The 
> 


viction, cannot pale the sinner’s 
cheek, cannot put tears in the sin- 


the sinner’s conscience? What kind 
of a God is this we preach and 
serve? Is He so weak that the 
weather, the competition of radio 
and sports and television and 
business and vacationing, has left 
Him helpless? Can God not com- 
pete in this brave modern world 
of which We boast? Shame on us 
for the thought! Down through the 
centuries God has proved Himself 
the God over all the circumstances, 
over all the people. He is the God 


above all -human rulers. “Where 
sin abounded, grace did much 
more abound” (Rom. 5:20). Man 


proposes, but God disposes. Man's 
extremity is God’s opportunity. 
If I had a God who could not 
Save a drunkard, I would never 
preach Him to little children. If 
I had a God who could not cleanse 
the harlot, I would never preach 
Him to a chaste wife and mother. 
If Jesus Christ cannot save Catho- 
lics and Jews, criminals and in- 
fidels, then I would never risk my 
own soul into His hand. If God 
cannot give great city-wide re- 
vivals with mighty results and 
thousands saved from the public 
preaching of the Word in mass 
evangelism, I would never preach 
Him in a class in child evangelism, 
or a class of Junior boys and girls! 
What sin, what reproach_ upon 
God, what a mark of our unbelief, 
when we indicate that conditions 
are too hard for God, that con- 
ditions prevent a revival! History 
down through all the ages cries 
that it is a lie! All the revivals 
in Bible times, the great Reforma- 
tion revival with Luther and Cal- 


vival that saved England from its 
French Revolution and made Eng- 
lish and American civilization and 
freedom what it is today, the 
Moody revivals and more—these 
were all brought about in the face 
of horrible, widespread and flag- 
rant sin, in the face of spiritual 
decline and unbelief in the church- 
es and out. 


Are you jmpressed with all the 
power and might and wickedness
